Chenoa discusses the importance of Native 
storytelling with Jamestown S’Klallam Tribal member Elaine Grinnell, who was recently honored as the 
recipient of the 2007 Washington State Governor's Heritage Award for her life's work as a storyteller. The 
award is given to honor outstanding individuals and organizations whose dedication to preserving and 
promoting traditions and cultural heritage is worthy of state recognition. In honor of Elaine’s achievement, 
NorthWest Indian News invited Elaine and two of her closest Native storytelling friends to gather at the 
Tulalip Tribe's longhouse to tell their stories to Tulalip Elementary School students. Elaine, Roger 
Fernandes and Ed Edmo all tell short stories in the longhouse with a warm fire burning in the background. 


NWIN 29 stories: 
e Elaine Grinnell, Jamestown S'Klallam Tribe tells the story, “How Salmon Got Hooked 
Nose.” 
Elaine lives in Jamestown, WA on the Olympic peninsula and tells traditional Native 
stories throughout the northwestern United States. Elaine is also famous for her fine 
designs as a Coast Salish weaver. 


e Roger Fernandes, Lower Elwha Klallam Tribe tells the stories: “Holding up the sky” (24:00 
version only) “Slapu” (28:30 minute version only) 
Roger is a renowned Native artist, teacher and storyteller who lives and works in Issaquah, WA 


e Ed Edmo, is a Shoshone — Bannock Tribal member who grew up at Celilo Falls, Oregon and now 
lives and works in Portland, OR. He tells the story , “Snake.” Ed is a keeper of the history of Celilo 
Falls and the Columbia River Basin as well as being known for his traditional stories from the 
region.
